Accepted  the  Finance  Committee  report,  offered 
by  Chairman  Clegg: 

To-night  we  will  act  on  budget  requests  totaling  over 
$1,570,000.00.  The  finance  committee  recommends  any  salary 
increase  to  be  held  to  5%.  There  are  some  budget  increases 
over  5%.  These  we  have  no  control  over.  They  are: 

Board  of  Health  plus  $5,505.00,  contracted 

Berkley  Group  Insurance,  plus  $1,000.00 

Bristol  County  Retirement,  plus  $5,830.00 

Bristol-Plymouth  School  District,  plus  $7,128.00 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  school  committee  who  after 
a lot  of  hard  work  came  in  with  a budget  of  $16,660.00  less 
than  last  year.  The  final  item  I would  like  to  discuss  is  the 
Stabilization  Fund.  At  the  present  time  there  is  $270,000.00 
in  this  fund  and  drawing  18%  interest.  We  are  recommending 
putting  $40,000.00  in  this  account  to  take  advantage  of  the 
high  interest  rates.  Also  if  the  law  is  not  changed  the  town 
will  be  able  to  spend  only  2%%  over  what  we  can  spend  this 
year. 

We  can  recommend  this  amount  because  last  year  the 
town  voted  over  $40,000.00  to  buy  a garage  and  a large  piece 
of  land  for  the  highway  department  and  to  add  to  the  town 
cemetery. 

Berkley  is  growing  and  will  continue  to  grow;  the 
more  money  we  have  in  the  stabilization  fund  the  better  off 
the  town  will  be  when  we  have  to  make  improvments. 


Article  2.  The  meeting  voted  to  accept  the  reports  of  town 
officials  as  printed  in  the  Annual  town  report. 


Article  3.  Authorized  borrowing  by  the  treasurer  in  antici- 
pation of  revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1981.

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REPORT  OF  STATE  AUDIT 

To  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  town 
of  Berkley,  Massachusetts  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1980, 
and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  May  27,  1981.  As 
part  of  our  examination,  we  made  a study  and  evaluation  of 
the  Town’s  system  of  internal  accounting  control  to  the  extent 
we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  required 
by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Under  these  stand- 
ards, the  purposes  of  such  evaluation  are  to  establish  a basis 
for  reliance  on  the  system  of  internal  accounting  control  in 
determining  the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of  other  auditing 
procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on 
the  financial  statements  and  to  assist  the  auditor  in  planning 
and  performing  his  examination  of  the  financial  statements. 

Our  examination  of  the  financial  statements  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  includ- 
ing the  study  and  evaluation  of  the  town’s  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1980,  would 
not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system  because 
it  was  based  on  selected  tests  of  accounting  records  and 
related  data.  However,  such  study  and  evaluation  disclosed 
the  following  weaknesses  that  we  believe  should  be  brought 
to  your  attention. 

Because  this  report  deals  only  with  areas  of  internal 
control  and  operating  procedures  which  need  improvement, 
it  may  appear  to  portray  a one-sided  picture  of  the  town’s 
operations.  We  wish  to  point  out  that  we  found  many  favor- 
able aspects  of  the  town’s  operations  and  accounting  systems. 
However,  the  main  objective  of  the  report  is  to  point  out 
areas  of  concern  that  we  feel  should  be  corrected. 


GENERAL 

1.  The  internal  control  system  of  the  town  shows  weak- 
nesses, in  that  the  town  treasurer  is  also  the  collector  and 
accounting  officer.  Notwithstanding  the  integrity  and  dedica- 
tion of  the  individual  involved,  the  present  internal  control 
system  is  not  designed  to  enforce  the  separation  of  duties 
which  could  lead  to  a serious  breakdown  in  effective  internal 
control. 
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We  recommend  that  the  town  consider  the  appointment 
of  a town  accountant  in  accordance  with  General  Laws,  Chap- 
ter 41,  Section  55.  In  our  judgment,  the  audit  findings  justify 
such  an  appointment  as  being  necessary  to  ensure  a good 
internal  accounting  control  system. 

2.  An  examination  of  the  financial  statements  shows  an 
overdraft  of  $1,174  in  the  police  department  appropriation. 
This  overdraft  violates  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chap- 
ter 44,  Section  31,  which  reads  in  part,  “No  department 
financed  by  municipal  revenue,  or  in  whole  or  in  part  by 
taxation,  of  any  city  or  town,  shall  incur  a liability  in  excess 
of  the  appropriation  made  for  the  use  of  such  department, 
except  in  cases  of  extreme  emergency  involving  the  health 
or  safety  of  persons  or  property.” 


TOWN  COLLECTOR 

1.  The  schedule  of  motor  vehicle  excise  included  on  page 
24  shows  uncollected  amounts  dating  as  far  back  as  1971. While 
recognizing  that  there  are  problems  in  collecting  motor  vehi- 
cle excise,  there  are  legal  remedies  at  the  disposal  of  the 
collector  to  effect  payment.  We  recommend  that  a formal  plan 
for  an  aggressive  follow-up  of  these  overdue  amounts  be 
immediately  prepared  and  adherence  to  this  plan  be  con- 
tinually monitored.  We  also  recommend  that  once  these 
collection  procedures  are  instituted  and  accounts  are  found 
to  be  uncollectible,  consideration  then  should  be  given  towards 
applying  for  the  abatement  of  such  accounts  under  General 
Laws,  Chapter  58,  Section  8. 


TREASURER 

1.  The  check  signing  machine  and  signature  plate  are 
not  stored  in  a locked  area  wiien  not  in  use,  thus  making 
them  accessible  to  unauthorized  personnel.  Although  this 
weakness  is  minimized  by  placing  the  financial  stationery 
and  the  key  to  the  check  signing  machine  in  a secure  area, 
we  recommend  that  the  check  signing  machine  and  signature 
plate  be  locked  in  a vault  when  not  in  use. 

2.  The  general  Ledger,  journal  and  treasurer’s  cash  book 
are  not  stored  in  a secure  area.  We  wish  to  emphasize  that 
the  present  facilities  are  inadequate  to  house  these  records. 
The  preservation  of  these  records  is  essential  to  ensure  that

the  financial  activities  of  the  town  will  be  promptly  monitored. 

3.  No  references  are  made  in  the  treasurer’s  cash  book 
which  connect  bank  deposits  to  cash  receipts  for  a particular 
period.  Also,  it  was  difficult  to  establish  a correlation  between 
the  deposits  on  the  bank  statement  and  those  records  in  the 
cash  book.  We  recommend  that  all  bank  deposits  represent 
receipts  for  a certain  period  as  shown  in  the  cash  book.  We 
further  recommend  that  at  the  end  of  each  month  all  cash 
on  hand  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  be  promptly  deposited 
in  order  to  facilitate  the  reconciliation  of  monthly  receipts 
and  deposits. 

4.  The  treasurer  presently  has  custody  of  90  cemetery 
trust  funds  which  are  individually  invested  and  earn  a small 
amount  of  interest.  We  recommend  that  the  treasurer  con- 
sider combining  these  funds  for  the  purpose  of  making  a 
single  investment  producing  a higher  yield  of  income. 


ACCOUNTING  OFFICER 

1.  The  accounts  in  the  general  ledger  are  not  numbered 
or  otherwise  identified.  We  rcommend  the  implementation  of 
a numerically  indexed  chart  of  accounts  to  improve  the  audit 
trail  and  to  provide  a quick  reference  for  locating  specific 
accounts. 

2.  Standard  transfer  forms  are  not  used  in  the  approval 
of  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund.  There  are  also  instances 
when  the  signatures  of  the  finance  committee  appear  in  the 
middle  of  a page  with  the  transfers  showing  above  and  below 
their  signed  approval.  This  gives  the  appearance  that  these 
transfers  may  not  be  properly  authorized.  We  recommend 
the  implementation  of  a standard  transfer  form  to  be  used 
for  all  reserve  fund  transfers  submitted  to  the  accounting 
officer. 

3.  Presently,  the  accounting  officer  does  not  prepare  a 
monthly  trial  balance.  Monthly  trial  balances  provide  the 
accounting  officer  with  a greater  degree  of  control  over 
general  ledger  account  balances.  We  recommend  that  the  ac- 
counting officer  make  use  of  an  appropriation  control  account 
in  the  ledger  which  will  facilitate  the  drawing  off  of  a trial 
balance. 

4.  The  accounting  officer  does  not  submit  monthly  ap- 
propriation statements  to  the  individual  departments  of  the 
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town.  Failure  to  submit  these  statements  contradicts  the 
objective  of  Section  58,  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws 
which  prescribes  certain  duties  of  an  accountant.  We  recom- 
mend the  accounting  officer  comply  with  said  section  and 
submit  such  statements  on  a monthly  basis. 

5.  Not  every  department  submits  to  the  accounting  officer 
a list  of  unpaid  bills.  This  failure  to  report  to  the  accounting 
officer  again  contradicts  the  objective  of  Section  58,  Chapter 
41,  General  Laws.  We  recommend  the  accounting  officer  inform 
these  town  departments  that  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
they  must  furnish  him  with  a list  of  bills  remaining  unpaid, 
showing  to  whom  and  for  what  due,  and  their  amounts. 

ASSESSORS 

1.  Although  the  board  of  assessors  properly  submit  a 
monthly  list  of  abatements  to  the  accounting  officer,  and 
furnish  warrants  to  the  collector,  proper  documentation  of 
such  actions  is  not  maintained  in  the  board’s  office  files.  We 
recommend  that  carbon  copies  of  photocopies  of  such  docu- 
ments showing  proper  authorization  be  included  in  the  office 
files. 

2.  The  board  of  assessors  do  not  issue  bills  for  repair 
plates  on  the  motor  vehicle  excise  levies.  There  are  approxi- 
mately 50  repair  plates  issued  in  the  town  of  Berkley  as 
per  the  state  list  which  is  submitted  each  year.  We  recommend 
that  the  board  of  assessors  make  a diligent  effort  to  include 
the  assessment  of  such  items  as  a source  of  additional  revenue. 

SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

Open  purchase  orders  which  we  examined  could  not  be 
traced  to  the  corresponding  encumbrance  entries  recorded  on 
the  computer  print-out  sheets. 

We  recommend  that  these  records  be  reviewed  periodi- 
cally to  ensure  that  all  unencumbred  amounts  are  supported 
by  proper  documentation. 

UNIFORM  MUNICIPAL  ACCOUNTING  SYSTEM 

The  Commonwealth  is  currently  in  the  process  of  revising 
the  accounting  principles  now  in  effect  for  the  municipalities, 
the  main  purpose  of  which  is  to  bring  these  principles  more 
into  conformity  with  Generally  Accepted  Accounting  Princi- 
ples (GAAP).  These  revised  principles  will  be  a combination 
of  GAAP  as  described  in  a publication  entitled  “Governmental 
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Accounting,  Auditing  and  Financial  Reporting”  (GAAFR) 
published  by  the  National  Committee  on  Governmental  Ac- 
counting (NCGA),  the  1980  edition,  and  the  Uniform  System 
which  is  currently  in  effect  for  Massachusetts  cities,  towns, 
and  districts,  having  been  established  under  Chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

This  revised  system  will  be  known  as  the  “Uniform 
Municipal  Accounting  System”  (UMAS)  and  its  main  thrust 
will  be  to  establish  a series  of  funds  and  group  of  accounts, 
similar  to  those  as  presented  to  the  updated  publication  of 
G.A.A.F.R.  in  order  to  facilitate  the  preparation  of  more 
meaningful  financial  statements  and  reports.  We  recommend 
that  you  familiarize  yourself  with  the  aforementioned  system. 

Our  examination  uncovered  other  minor  weaknesses  in 
the  accounting  internal  control  system  that  we  considered 
to  be  immaterial  and  accordingly  did  not  affect  the  nature, 
timing  or  extent  of  our  substantive  testing. 

The  foregoing  conditions  were  considered  in  determining 
the  nature,  extent  and  timing  of  audit  tests  we  applied  in 
our  examination  of  the  financial  statements  and  this  report 
does  not  modify  our  financial  report  dated  May  27,  1981. 

During  our  evaluation  on  the  town  of  Berkley’s  internal 
control  system,  the  aforementioned  weaknesses  were  dis- 
cussed with  town  management  personnel  responsible  for  that 
particular  accounting  function.

As  of  December  31,  1981,  1,367  persons  were  registered 
as  voters  in  Berkley.  Of  these,  357  were  enrolled  Democrats, 
231  enrolled  Republicans,  and  779  unenrolled. 

Special  registration  sessions  are  held  before  each  and 
every  town  meeting  and  election.  Notices  of  these  are  posted 
a number  of  days  prior  to  the  closing  dates  for  registration 
for  these  events.  However,  any  resident  may  register  during 
the  town  clerk’s  office  hours  in  the  library  basement;  1 to  4 
p.m.  Monday  through  Friday,  also  6 to  8 p.m.  Thursdays, 
(except  holidays,  of  course).  A person  may  register  even 
though  registration  has  closed  for  a certain  meeting  or 
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election,  but  in  cases  like  this  the  registration  is  not  effective 
until  after  the  meeting  or  election  is  held.

CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 

1981,  for  the  cemetery  department,  was  a year  of  indoc- 
trination, of  learning,  of  frustrations. 

The  department  acquired  a new  high  rear  wheel  hand 
mower,  and  a gasoline  operated  wire  trimmer;  a small  shed 
for  storage  of  equipment  was  made  available  through  the 
courtesy  of  Mr.  Rose,  Highway  Surveyor.  More  space  is 
probably  necessary,  especially  if  the  purchase  of  a decent 
riding  mower  is  agreed  to  by  the  town. 

A town  vote  transferred  funds  for  the  repair  and  re- 
building of  the  front  wall,  along  North  Main  Street;  the 
funds  involved  being  the  Post-War  Rehabilitation  Fund  and 
the  Giles  Leach  Fund.  Chapter  5 of  the  Acts  of  1943  author- 
ized the  setting  up  of  the  Post-War  Fund,  and  the  restric- 
tions on  its  use  made  necessary  the  obtaining  of  the  approval 
of  the  project  by  the  State  Emergency  Finance  Board.  The 
approval  was  received  in  mid-summer  and  the  project  should 
be  completed  in  1982. 

As  originally  laid  out,  there  were  a number  of  roadways 
in  the  cemetery  giving  access  to  rear  lots,  without  damaging 
front  lots.  Over  the  years,  however,  it  appears  that  these 
roadways  have  been  sold  as  lots ; and  this  is  where  the  inade- 
quate record  keeping  over  the  entire  existence  of  the  ceme- 
tery becomes  a factor,  a cause  of  frustration  in  determining 
grave  sites,  lot  corners,  etc.  For  the  past  couple  of  years  no 
lots  have  been  sold,  none  being  defined  as  available. 

In  1982  we  hope  to  make  progress  in  the  area  made 
available  to  us  this  past  year  for  cemetery  purposes;  deter- 
mining the  perimeters,  make  provisions  for  roadways,  grad- 
ing, filling,  clearing,  and  the  like.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
PLANNING  AND  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 

TOWN  OF  BERKLEY 

During-  1981  the  Town  of  Berkley  continued  its  member- 
ship for  the  twelfth  year  in  the  Southeastern  Regional  Plan- 
ning and  Economic  Development  District.  SRPEDD  is  a 
planning  and  economic  development  agency  formed  under  state 
law  to  serve  twenty-eight  communities  in  southeastern  Massa- 
chusetts by  providing  a cooperative  approach  to  regional  is- 
sues. 


The  District  is  governed  by  a Commission  consisting  of  a 
chief  elected  official  or  designee  and  a planning  board  repre- 
sentative from  each  participating  municipality  and  six  low- 
income  and  minority  representatives.  Berkley’s  Commission 
representatives  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Planning 
Board,  respectively,  are  Lawrence  Wilson,  and  S.  Kenneth 
Woodward  who  is  the  Treasurer  for  the  SRPEDD  Commission 
as  well  as  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the 
Zoning,  Land  Use  and  Environmental  Planning  Committee  for 
the  SRPEDD  Commission. 

In  addition  to  regional  planning  and  economic  develop- 
ment, SRPEDD  assists  member  cities  and  towns.  Through 
the  free  municipal  assistance  program,  each  community  re- 
ceives time  for  local  projects  and  assistance  in  preparing 
applications  for  federal  and  state  funds. 

The  agency’s  purpose  is  to  plan  for  regional  land  use, 
economic  development,  housing,  transit,  transportation,  solid 
waste,  energy  resources  and  conservation,  and  air  and  water 
quality.  Local  participation  in  these  regional  plans  enables 
communities  to  be  eligible  for  federal  and  state  dollars. 

Services  to  Berkley  this  past  year  included: 

©Preparing  a Business  Zone  Feasibility  Study; 

©Commenting  on  Berkley-Dighton  bridge  replacement  pro- 
posal; and 

©Commenting  on  the  town’s  subdivision  regulations. 
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Regional  plans  and  other  activities  conducted  this  year 
benefiting  all  communities  include: 

• The  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP) 
which  makes  member  communities  eligible  for  U.  S. 
Economic  Development  Administration  funding  and  a 10 
percent  bonus  for  public  facility  projects. 

• The  Transportation  Improvements  Program  (TIP)  which 
lists  major  projects  in  each  community  for  federal  and 
state  funding.  A project  must  be  included  on  the  TIP  in 
order  to  be  eligible  for  these  funds. 

• A Housing  Conversion  and  Rehabilitation  Program  funded 
with  bonus  money  provided  to  SRPEDD  by  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development.  The 
program  will  provide  grants  to  establish  approximately 
25  new  housing  units  in  existing  structures  throughout 
the  region. 

• The  Transportation  Energy  Contingency  Plan  which  rec- 
ommends a number  of  local  and  regional  actions  in  case 
of  a gasoline  emergency. 

• Several  conferences:  SRPEDD  co-sponsored  a Water 
Symposium  in  Bridgewater,  Hazardous  Waste  Workshops 
in  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford,  and  an  Economic  Develop- 
ment Conference  in  Brockton ; and  conducted  Energy 
Conservation  and  Waste  Heat  Utilization  Workshops. 

• SRPEDD  also  conducts  “A-95”  and  environmental  assess- 
ment reviews  of  state  and  federally  funded  projects;  re- 
views of  industrial  revenue  bonds ; and  reviews  of  all  local 
zoning  amendments.  The  reviews  are  advisory  and  are 
oriented  toward  making  proposals  more  cost-effective  and 
feasible. 

SRPEDD  represents  the  collective  will  of  its  member 
communities.  As  the  responsibilities  and  problems  of 
municipalities  become  increasingly  complex,  the  District 
can  provide  technical  assistance  to  local  boards,  encourage 
cooperation  among  communities,  and  provide  a compre- 
hensive approach  to  issues  that  cross  local  boundaries. 
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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 

During  1981,  the  Town  of  Berkley  has  continued  to 
progress  as  it  has  during  the  past  few  years.  The  Fiscal  Year 
1982  began  on  July  1,  1981  and  is  our  first  official  year  under 
Chapter  580  (Prop.  2x/i)  • Although  there  was  some  confusion 
and  a lack  of  direction  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts before  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  held,  Berkley 
financing  did  very  well.  We  believe  that  Berkley  has  survived 
Prop.  2 1/2  because  Berkley  has  always  practiced  the  fiscal 
restraints  of  Proposition  2 V2  during  the  past  years. 

There  have  also  been  changes  in  other  areas  such  as  the 
Bristol  County  Budget  that  is  now  under  the  complete  control 
of  the  County  Advisory  Board,  consisting  of  the  Mayors  and 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  all  the  Cities  and 
Towns  in  the  County.  In  Fiscal  ’83  we  foresee  no  increase  in 
the  County  Tax  and  County  Retirement  Assessments. 

During  1981  one  member  of  our  Board  (Ann  Fournier) 

had  to  resign  due  to  accepting  a full  time  teaching  position 

in  the  Town.  This  resulted  in  an  Election  on  December  5th 

and  Bvron  R.  Holmes  was  elected  to  fill  this  vacancv.

We  also  received  notice  that  Mrs.  Marietta  Fournier,  who 
has  faithfully  served  as  Fire  Dept,  dispatcher  since  1953, 
had  decided  to  retire  as  of  December  31,  1981.  We  wish  to 
sincerely  thank  Mrs.  Fournier  for  her  many  years  of  faithful 
service. 

In  December,  it  was  voted  to  hold  a Special  Town  Meet- 
ing to  establish  a full  time  Communication  Center  for  Police, 
Fire,  Highway  or  any  other  department  needing  assistance. 
We  believe  this  is  a positive  step  forward  in  providing  more 
efficient  Police  Protection  to  the  entire  Town  of  Berkley. 

We.  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  have  been  honored  to  serve 
the  Citizens  of  Berkley  this  past  year.  We  hope  to  do  this 
again  next  year  and  look  forward  to  continued  communica- 
tion and  cooperation  from  all  the  Citizens  of  Berkley.

To  the  Residents  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

Serving  as  your  Civil  Defense  Director  for  a fourth  term 
has  been  my  privilege;  especially  since  the  department  has 
had  a very  busy  year. 

The  Crisis  Relocation  Plan  that  was  started  in  the 
previous  year  has  been  successfully  completed  and  also  ac- 
cepted by  the  Commonwealth.  To  refresh  your  memory  as 
to  this  plan,  it  is  the  plan  that  was  designed  to  be  used 
if  ever  it  was  necessary  to  evacuate  the  town  residents  due 
to  an  emergency  such  as  a nuclear  attack. 

The  final  stages  in  setting  up  the  diesel  generator  has 
been  reached.  This  generator  was  purchasd  last  year  and  will 
be  used  as  emergency  power  souce  for  the  Junior  High  School 
Building  and  the  Berkley  Fire  Station  at  the  Berkley  Common. 

Once  again  this  year,  it  was  necessary  to  borrow  a water 
tank  from  the  Town  of  Bourne.  This  was  accomplished  in 
order  to  be  able  to  provide  drinking  water  for  residents  of 
the  Myricks  section  whose  wells  have  been  found  to  be  con- 
taminated but  not  condemned.  Use  of  this  water  source  for 
those  unfortunate  residents  had  to  be  curtailed  as  the  winter 
weather  set  in  due  to  freezing  of  the  water.  Again  a thank 
you  to  the  Town  of  Bourne  for  their  cooperative  assistance 
and  generosity.

However,  it  some  cases,  the  generators 
were  inoperable  for  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  unit  or  merely 
due  to  the  lack  of  any  person  being  available  to  operate 
same.  If  you  have  a generator,  please  let  the  department  know 
if  you  need  assistance  either  in  its  operation  or  preparation 
to  be  operable.  Why  not  call  the  department  now  before  an 
emergency  exists  in  order  that  the  problems  with  your  equip- 
ment may  be  resolved. 

As  director  of  the  Civil  Defense  Department,  I would 
take  this  means  to  personally  thank  you  for  the  opportunity 
to  serve  the  Town  of  Berkley  and  for  your  confidence  in  this 
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department.  This  department  has  been  most  successful  this 
year  due  to  you  as  residents  in  calling  upon  the  department 
but  also  due  to  the  continued  cooperation  of  all  other  town 
departments. 

The  Civil  Defense  Department  is  ready  to  serve  the 
residents  of  the  Town  of  Berkley  whenever  and  however  it 
may  be  necessary.

The  following  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Planning 
Board  for  the  year  1981. 

During  the  calendar  year  1981,  the  Planning  Board  re- 
viewed and  signed  13  plans  depicting  a total  of  52  lots  of 
land  not  requiring  approval  under  the  Subdivision  Control 
Law. 

The  Planning  Board  initiated  a study  of  alternatives  for 
replacing  the  Berkley-Dighton  Bridge,  sponsoring  a discussion 
of  the  SRPEDD  study  attended  by  22  townspeople.  We  look 
forward  to  working  with  SRPEDD  in  trying  to  reach  a con- 
census with  the  people  of  Dighton  and  the  State  DPW  on 
the  future  of  the  bridge. 

The  Planning  Board  reviewed  plans  for  the  development 
of  the  Berkley  Airport  property  and  contracted  with  SRPEDD 
for  a study  of  the  Myricks  area  to  determine  the  feasibility 
of  such  business  development.  The  study  concluded  that  the 
area  was  appropriate  for  business  and  offered  suggestions 
for  zoning  regulations. 

The  Planning  Board  developed  a zoning  map  and  new 
zoning  regulations  which  were  presented  at  a hearing  in 
October  attended  by  40  townspeople.  As  a result  of  this 
hearing,  changes  were  made  and  a zoning  article  is  expected 
to  be  presented  to  the  voters  in  the  Spring  of  1982. 

Planning  Board  meetings  are  held  in  the  basement  of  the 
town  library  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month.  We  urge 
all  interested  townspeople  to  attend.

As  can  be  seen  by  the  permits  issued,  woodstove  and 
solid-fuel  appliance  installation  permits  comprise  the  largest 
single  area  of  permit  applications.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  Highway  Department  has  shown  an  improvement  in 
our  town’s  roads.  Our  intertown  roads  are  in  satisfactory 
condition  and  the  secondary  roads  are  showing  some  improve- 
ment. Road  oiling  has  sealed  and  preserved  them,  but  has 
shown  little  in  smoothness.  Ninety  five  percent  of  the  roads 
are  made  up  of  only  oil  and  sand.  The  town’s  roads  are  very 
thin  and  flexible. 

The  department  has  tried  the  use  of  resurfacing  with 
Bituminous  Type  I asphalt.  This  resurfacing  should  be  good 
for  fifteen  to  twenty  years.  Part  of  North  Main  Street  was 
resurfaced  with  this  asphalt,  using  one  hundred  percent  State 
Aid  money.  Parts  of  Berkley,  Main,  and  Bay  View  Ave.  will 
be  coated  in  the  next  two  years. 

After  three  years  of  complaining  to  the  state,  we  finally 
had  our  railroad  crossings  repaired.  Padelford  and  Myricks 
Street  crossings  are  all  new  and  are  in  excellent  condition. 
All  four  crossings  in  town  have  been  repaired  to  state  stand- 
ards. Myricks  Street  crossing  will  have  lights  installed  this 
spring. 
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Burt  Street  bridge  had  to  be  closed  and  repaired  because 
of  unstable  condition  of  stones.  We  installed  forty  feet  of 
aluminum  pipe  to  solve  the  problem. 

One  of  our  substantial  investments  this  year  was  line 
striping.  Intertown  roads  were  striped  by  state  regulations 
and  safety  yellow  was  used  for  night  driving.  Stop  and 
reflector  signs  were  installed  at  our  dangerous  intersections. 

An  addition  was  built  to  the  Highway  Department’s 
building.  This  building  was  built  by  the  highway  crew  and 
was  greatly  needed  this  winter.  Below  zero  temperatures 
made  working  conditions  almost  impossible  outside  for  our 
help  and  equipment. 

I would  like  to  make  a public  thanks  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  Fire  Department,  Police  Department,  Selectmen, 
and  Treasurer  for  helping  in  solving  minor  problems. 

For  the  past  three  years  the  office  of  Highway  Surveyor 
has  been  rewarding  in  serving  the  town’s  residents.  The 
Highway  Department  is  proud  of  its  accomplishments  and 
hopes  the  residents  are  satisfied  in  our  workmanship.  I hope 
this  department  will  show  progress  in  the  future  years.  The 
Highway  Department  is  small  but  it’s  there  when  you  need  it.

Discount  Cards. 

5.  Attended  meetings  of  the  Regional  Assoc,  of  Councils 
on  Aging  of  which  we  are  a member. 

6.  Participation  with  the  Bristol  County  Home  Care 
Corp.  bringing  home  care  to  the  Berkley  elderly. 
Services  include — homemaking,  chore  services,  Medi- 
van  transportation  for  chronic  and  long  term  medical 
problems.  Information  on  legal  services  is  available. 

7.  Continue  to  help  individual  Seniors  with  special  needs. 

8.  The  Berkley  Council  on  Aging  Senior  Center  is  open 
from  9 a.m.  to  4 p.m.  Monday  thru  Friday — Berkley 

elderly  are  welcome  to  drop  in  anytime  during  these 
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hours.  The  Senior  Center  is  located  adjacent  to  the 
Myricks  Methodist  Church  at  93  Myricks  Street. 

9.  A branch  of  the  Berkley  Library  is  now  located  at 
the  Senior  Center;  a good  selection  of  books  that  are 
considered  interesting  for  the  elderly  may  be  bor- 
rowed at  any  time  when  the  Senior  Center  is  open.

12.  The  Council  on  Aging  sponsored  a luncheon  for  Senior 
Citizens  in  June  at  Independence  Harbor  and  spon- 
sored “A  Night  at  the  Opera”  in  December  at  Wheaton 
College  in  Norton. 

13.  The  Berkley  “Happy  Hearts”  senior  club  meets  at  the 
center  every  Monday  afternoon  at  1 :30  p.m.

We  would  welcome  this 
business  in  our  area. 

Looking  ahead,  we  predict  a strong  economy  by  the 
middle  of  1982  and,  after  this  year’s  recession,  we  look 
forward  to  a brighter  future.

Continually  rising  energy  rates  man- 
date we  continue  our  efforts. 

Another  set  of  bookshelves  has  been  purchased  to  help 
us  better  serve  our  growing  population. 

Mrs.  Eleanor  Dillingham  has  served  many  hours  outside 
her  scheduled  work  hours  to  keep  the  library  running  effi- 
ciently and  we  appreciate  this  greatly.  Mrs.  Doris  Caron 
assists  in  her  quiet  but  most  knowledgeable  manner. 

Finally,  we  wish  to  thank  all  of  our  volunteers,  donors 
and  loyal  patrons.  We  would  not  exist  without  you.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 
Kindergarten  Registration 

1.  Child  must  be  five  years  of  age  or  will  be  five  years 
of  age  on  or  before  the  following  January  first. 

2.  A Birth  Certificate  is  required. 

3.  A doctor’s  certificate  of  immunization  against  diph- 
theria, pertussis,  tetanus,  measles,  and  poliomyelitis,  unless 
exempted  for  medical  reasons,  must  be  presented  at  registra- 
tion time. 

4.  A recent  physical  examination  recorded  on  the  Massa- 
chusetts Health  Form  by  the  child’s  doctor  must  be  completed. 

5.  Following  the  registration,  appointments  will  be  ar- 
ranged for  a hearing  and  vision  evaluation  at  school. 


Health  Policies 

1.  In  case  of  illness,  doctor’s  certificates  are  only  neces- 
sary for  communicable  diseases  or  if  specifically  requested  by 
the  school. 

2.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  bring  medications  to 
school  unless  the  school  nurse  has  a doctor’s  order  specifically 
stating  the  name  of  the  medication,  dosage,  time  to  be  given, 
the  student’s  diagnosis,  and  the  necessity  of  taking  the  medi- 
cation during  school  hours.  The  doctor’s  order  should  be  ac- 
companied by  a signed  and  dated  note  from  the  parent  re- 
questing the  administration  of  the  medication.  A final  check 
with  the  physician  will  be  made  by  the  school  nurse. 

3.  Transportation  of  a sick  child  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  parent  and  only  in  an  emergency  will  the  school  provide 
transportation. 

4.  Vision  and  hearing  screening  tests  are  conducted  an- 
nually. 

5.  Physical  examinations  are  given  yearly  in  grades : Four 
and  eight.

to  3 P.M. 

The  Berkley  Junior  High  School  is  in  session  from  7 :30

Emergency  Situations 

Parents  should  be  aware  that  emergencies  may  arise 
while  students  are  in  school.  Due  to  the  emergency,  students 
may  be  released  early.  We  would  place  such  announcements  on 
the  radio.  However,  all  parents  may  not  be  notified.  It  is  very 
important  that  parents  make  arrangements  for  the  shelter 
and  supervision  of  their  children  in  case  of  such  emergencies.

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Transportation 

Bus  transportation  is  provided  for  our  students  in  Grades 
K-12.  Bus  rules  for  students  have  been  established  by  the 
School  Committee.  A student  must  not  abuse  the  privilege  of 
riding  to  and  from  school  by  misbehavior.  The  enforcement 
of  bus  rules  is  the  responsibility  of  the  bus  driver.  An  infrac- 
tion of  the  bus  rules  will  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
pupil  (s)  involved  by  a verbal  explanation  and  warning  by  the 
driver.  If  a verbal  warning  is  not  sufficient,  the  driver  will 
complete  a written  report.  A pupil  may  be  placed  on  proba- 
tion if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Principal  the  student’s  be- 
havior has  been  unacceptable.  A pupil  shall  lose  his  privilege 
of  riding  on  the  bus  for  serious  infraction  which  affect  the 
safety  of  the  driver  and  other  youngsters  on  the  bus  or  for 
acts  of  deliberate  vandalism.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I herewith  submit  my  fifth  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

This  report  covers  the  events  and  activities  which  oc- 
curred during  the  calendar  year  1981.  The  traumatic  events 
which  occurred  during  1981  were  all  related  to  preparing  the 
budget  to  implement  Proposition  2^.  Everyone  connected 
with  the  school  system  experienced  a very  stressful  period 
of  time.  The  budget  was  prepared  by  the  School  Committee 
according  to  the  mandates  of  Proposition  21/2,  the  regulations 
which  were  promulgated  by  the  Department  of  Revenue,  and 
the  guidelines  which  were  established  by  local  officials.  Anxiety 
and  emotions  were  high  when  the  realities  of  the  required 
budget  reductions  were  faced  by  the  School  Committee  and 
members  of  the  community  who  participated  in  the  budget 
preparation  sessions.  As  we  approached  the  town  meeting, 
the  confusion  surrounding  the  preparation  of  the  budget  to 
implement  Proposition  2%  became  very  evident.  You  need 
only  recall  the  postponements,  delays  and  confusion  during 
town  meeting  to  know  whereof  I speak. 

During  this  period  of  time,  the  six  months  subsequent 
to  November,  1980,  the  questions  on  most  everyones  lips 
involved  the  purpose  of  Proposition  2 Vs-  There  were  as  many 
different  answers  as  there  were  questions.  As  this  report  is 
written,  the  effects  of  Proposition  2Vs  have  touched  every- 
one in  the  community  in  some  way.  The  reduction  in  local 
budgets  has  had  the  effect  of  reducing  services.  Reductions 
in  services  means  that  individuals  providing  the  services  must 
be  given  reduced  hours  or  be  laid  off  entirely.  I believe  it  is 
clear  to  everyone  in  the  community  that  the  school  system 
experienced  the  severest  loss  of  services.  Pc  is  my  position, 
as  your  superintendent  of  schools,  that  the  services  we  were 
providing  to  your  school  children  during  the  1980-81  school 
year  were  best  described  as  meeting  minimal  standards.  I 
ask  you  to  recall  that  your  per  pupil  expenditures,  a good 
indicator  of  the  level  of  your  educational  programs,  were 
below  the  state  average.  Therefore,  it  follows  that  the  pupils 
in  your  schools  in  1981-82  are  not  receiving  the  same  level 
of  programs  which  were  presented  in  prior  years.  Unfortu- 
nately, it  will  take  years  for  me  to  document  the  difference. 
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As  the  80  - 81  school  year  came  to  a close,  there  were 
indications  that  the  trying  times  we  had  experienced  as  a 
staff  during  the  first  six  months  of  1981  had  the  potential 
to  create  a cohesiveness  that  would  help  us  to  overcome  the 
problem  which  we  described  as  a lack  of  confidence  in  our 
schools. 

During  this  six-month  period,  January  to  June,  the  one 
reality  which  the  faculty  found  the  most  difficulty  accepting 
was  this  apparent  lack  of  confidence  the  community  had  in 
its  schools.  The  percentage  of  people  who  voted  for  Proposition 
2i/2,  the  small  turnout  at  the  budget  preparation  meetings, 
the  few  parents  who  spoke  in  support  of  our  programs,  and 
the  feelings  expressed  at  the  town  meetings  were  accepted 
as  indicators  of  the  lack  of  confidence.  I am  very  pleased  that 
the  staff  has  responded  to  that  challenge.  We  are  proud  of 
our  accomplishments  and  we  have  accepted  the  lack  of  con- 
fidence as  a challenge.  If  you  know  what  is  going  on  in 
your  schools,  you,  too,  will  be  proud  and  confident  that  we 
are  achieving  your  goals  for  your  youngsters. 

Our  mission  and  goals  for  1981-82  speak  to  that  challenge. 
1981  -82  MISSION  AND  GOALS 

YEAR  THREE 

MISSION : To  continue  development  of  a true  spirit  of 
cooperation  and  mutual  respect  within  both  our 
schools  and  our  community. 

GOAL  #1:  To  generate  within  the  staff  increased  pro- 
fessional confidence  through  self-examination, 
effective  communication,  and  administrative  sup- 
port. 

GOAL  #2:  To  improve  community  awareness  of  posi- 
tive aspects  of  public  school  education  programs. 

GOAL  #3:  To  provide  appropriate  opportunities  for  com- 
munity feedback. 

The  first  four  months  of  the  81  - 82  school  year,  Sep- 
tember, to  December,  have  been  very  productive  in  our  goal 
attainment.  We  are  working  together  better  than  ever  before, 
morale  is  high,  and  esprit  de  corps  has  never  been  better. 
It  is  too  early  to  tell  why  we  have  been  able  to  improve 
these  three  very  important  ingredients  found  in  successful

organization,  but  it  is  clear  that  we  have.  The  next  step, 
acceptance  by  the  parent  segment  of  the  community  that 
they  have  much  to  be  proud  of  in  their  schools  and  that  they 
must  be  willing  to  protect  it,  is  well  under  way.  The  final 
step,  acceptance  by  the  entire  community,  is  more  difficult. 
I accept,  as  an  indication  of  the  future,  the  approval  by  the 
special  town  meeting  in  September  of  the  School  Committee’s 
request  for  $38,000.00  in  additional  funds  to  supplement  the 
81  - 82  School  Budget. 


Organization 

The  central  office  administration  and  building  principals 
continue  to  operate  as  a team. 

As  a result  of  budget  reductions,  the  position  of  Direc- 
tor of  Curriculum  held  by  Dr.  Alan  Patterson  was  eliminated. 
Dr.  Patterson  found  employment  as  the  Director  of  Curricu- 
lum in  a neighboring  school  system  in  Rhode  Island. 

The  central  office  administrative  staff  has  been  reduced 
during  the  past  two  years  from  the  normal  staff  of  five  to 
three  administrators;  Administrator  of  Business,  Director  of 
Special  Services,  and  Superintendent  of  Schools.  As  a result 
of  the  decrease,  the  combined  Union  #37/Dighton-Rehoboth 
School  Committees  created  a Central  Office  Study  Committee 
to  study  the  current  organization.  The  results  of  the  study 
will  be  acted  on  at  a meeting  in  early  January.  The  report 
is  available  in  the  central  office. 

In  the  reorganization  plan  implemented  for  1981  - 82, 
each  building  principal  was  assigned  the  responsibility  for 
the  K-12  coordination  of  an  area  of  the  curriculum  that  the 
Administrative  Team  agreed  needed  that  type  of  coordination. 
The  program  is  operating  successfully.  However,  it  is  an 
additional  responsibility  over  and  above  their  usual  duties. 

I call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  Mr.  Edward  G. 
Canuel,  Principal  of  the  Berkley  Elementary  and  Junior  High 
Schools,  which  follows. 
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REPORT  OF  EDWARD  G.  CANUEL,  PRINCIPAL 
BERKLEY  ELEMENTARY  AND  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOLS

I herewith  submit  my  thirteenth  annual  report  as  Princi- 
pal of  the  Berkley  Schools. 


Proposition  2 x/2 

Budget  restraints  imposed  on  your  school  system  due  to 
Proposition  2%  have  caused  the  elimination  of  certain  edu- 
cational programs:  Industrial  Arts,  Guidance,  Activities,  In- 
tramurals, and  class  trips;  and  the  reduction  of  some  other 
educational  programs:  English/Reading,  Vocal  Music,  Physi- 
cal Education,  Instructional  Aide,  and  Teacher  Aides.  All 
educational  programs  feel  the  impact  with  fewer  supplies, 
audio-visual  resources,  and  instructional  equipment.  Our  build- 
ings, also,  will  eventually  feel  the  lack  of  a maintenance 
budget. 

Considering  that  we  have  continued  our  school  programs 
under  a 4%  budget  cap  and  Proposition  21/)  for  several  years, 
we  are  fortunate  that  the  Berkley  Schools’  educational  pro- 
grams have  continued  at  their  present  level  of  excellence. 
However,  as  principal,  I must  make  you  aware  of  my  concerns 
for  the  future.  We  cannot  continue  to  impose  these  budget 
restraints  and  expect  the  same  educational  results  from  our 
students  and  without  having  our  school  buildings  suffer  for 
lack  of  maintenance. 


Basic  Skills 

The  Berkley  Schools  implemented  the  Massachusetts 
Basic  Skills  Policy  by  testing  students  in  grades  3,  6,  and  8. 
As  with  all  cities  and  towns  in  the  state,  we  were  required 
to  test  the  ability  of  our  students  to  read,  write,  and  compute. 

The  state-wide  tests  were  given  because  of  the  general 
concern  over  what  our  students  are  learning  in  school.  That 
concern  is  felt  all  over  the  country  and  Massachusetts  is,  in 
that  respect,  no  different  from  any  other  state. 
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Berkley’s  results  indicate  that  our  students  can  read, 
write,  and  do  arithmetical  processes.  Our  pupils  did  show  more 
ability  to  read  and  compute  than  to  write.  Yet  the  tests 
indicated  that  the  vast  majority  of  our  students  had  acquired 
Writing  Skills  as  well  as  Reading  and  Mathematical  Skills. 

We  will  be  addressing  listening  skills  during  this  school 
year  and  our  students  will  undergo  an  assessment  of  their 
listening  skills  during  the  following  school  year. 

School  Programs 

For  the  most  part,  we  are  still  able  to  meet  the  needs 
of  our  students.  We  are  very  proud  of  this  accomplishment. 

The  1981  calendar  year  was  an  eventful  year  with  several 
public  programs:  Art  Show,  Science  Fair,  “Your  Child  in 
Song”,  “Alice  in  Wonderland”,  “Berkley  Students  in  Concert”, 
“Songs  of  Nurseryland”,  and  “A  Musical  Gift”  were  all  super 
productions  from  our  staff  and  students. 

Our  students  also  participated  in  many  activities  and 
intramural  programs  in  the  1980  - 81  school  year.  With  the 
advent  of  the  1981  - 82  school  year,  however,  Proposition  21/2 
has  taken  hold  and  these  activity  programs  have  been  drastic- 
ally curtailed.  Our  students  were  enriched  with  such  pro- 
grams as:  chess  club,  pottery  club,  painting  club,  etc.;  and 
they  enjoyed  several  intramural  sports  programs  such  as: 
floor  hockey,  volleyball,  basketball,  softball,  etc.  This  school 
year  saw  the  elimination  of  all  of  these  programs.  We  will 
only  be  able  to  enjoy  our  Band,  Chorus,  Yearbook,  and  drama 
programs. 

It  is  certainly  our  hope  that  we  will  not  continue  to 
deprive  our  students  of  these  learning  activities  in  the  future. 

Renewed  Enthusiasm 

We  will  long  remember  the  beginning  of  the  1981-82 
school  year  as  the  first  year  under  Proposition  21/2.  However, 
this  school  year  has  found  a new  spirit  permeating  our  schools. 

The  Berkley  Junior  High  School  students  started  this 
school  year  by  participating  in  the  “Jimmie  Fund”  Drive. 
With  our  own  Edward  Lussier  spearheading  and  coordinating 
the  drive  and  with  the  dynamic  personality  of  Dave  McGilliv- 
ray,  our  students  participated  in  a Run-A-Thon  and  raised 
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more  than  $2,000.00  for  this  fund.  This  program  generated 
a great  deal  of  enthusiasm  among  our  students  as  well  as 
being  a very  worthwhile  learning  experience. 

Since  the  beginning  of  this  school  year,  I have  contacted 
nearly  15%  of  our  students’  parents.  These  parents  were 
selected  at  random.  The  response  of  parents  was  electrifying. 
They  expressed  surprise  by  the  evening  “Call  from  the 
Principal”  and  indicated  to  a great  degree  very  positive  feel- 
ings for  our  schools. 

Our  teachers  continue  to  search  for  enriching  programs 
for  our  students.  We  were  able  to  enroll  four  teachers  and 
two  parents  in  the  Great  Books  Workshop.  The  Great  Books 
Program  is  a program  of  interpretive  reading  and  discussion 
for  students.  These  leaders  will  be  able  to  center  discussion 
on  problems  of  interpretation  in  their  classes. 

Our  Instrumental  Music  Program  has  been  outstanding. 
The  tremendous  response  of  our  students  and  parents  has 
made  this  program  more  successful. 

Our  entire  faculty  participated  in  a Learning  Style  work- 
shop in  October.  Teachers  were  very  receptive  to  the  dynamic 
presentation  of  Anthony  Gregorc. 

The  Berkley  Elementary  School  Parents’  Night  received 
a tremendous  response  from  parents.  Parents  were  able  to 
have  conferences  with  teachers  and  enjoyed  getting  acquainted 
with  other  parents  over  refreshments. 

“Student  of  the  Month”  luncheons  continue  to  receive  a 
positive  response  from  parents. 

A greater  number  of  parents  take  pride  in  helping  our 
teachers  and  students  as  volunteers  in  the  classroom. 

The  above  listing  is  only  a partial  indication  of  a new 
spirit  that  exists  in  our  schools  this  year.  We  hope  that  we 
are  able  to  maintain  this  enthusiasm  and  support. 


Lunch  Program 

We  began  the  1981-82  school  year  with  a great  deal  of 
uncertainty.  Having  increased  our  lunch  prices  twice  in  1981 
(January  and  September),  we  knew  that  the  percentage  of 
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students  buying  the  school  lunch  would  decrease.  With  in- 
creased food  prices,  lower  state  and  federal  reimbursements, 
and  fewer  government  commodities,  we  had  no  alternative. 

However,  with  your  support  and  some  innovative  ap- 
proaches in  our  cafeteria,  we  are  ending  the  1981  calendar 
year  with  a brighter  outlook.  We  cannot  relax  and  feel  secure 
but  we  do  not  need  to  announce  a price  increase  due  to 
monthly  deficits.  Our  school  lunch  program  continues  to  be 
self-supporting. 

The  cafeteria  staff  deserves  a great  deal  of  thanks  for 
their  efforts  this  school  year.  They  have  used  every  con- 
ceivable idea  to  provide  a good  nutritional  meal  for  our 
students  at  the  present  low  meal  price.  You,  parents  and 
students,  also  deserve  thanks  for  your  continued  support, 
understanding,  and  encouragement. 


School — Community  Involvement 

The  first  annual  School  Committee  Pancake  Breakfast, 
the  Berkley  Parent-Teacher  Organization  Christmas  Fair,  and 
the  P.T.O.  Candidates’  Night  are  samples  of  outstanding 
school-community  activities. 

The  Pancake  Breakfast  was  successful  and  it  created  a 
feeling  of  community  spirit  that  was  exciting.

The  P.T.O.  also  sponsored  a Selectman’s  Candidates  Night 
for  the  December  Special  Election.  It  provided  a forum  for 
the  candidates  to  express  their  viewpoints.  Mrs.  Susan  Lopes, 
President  of  the  P.T.O.,  was  an  excellent  moderator.  The 
program  provided  a great  service  to  the  community. 

The  friendly  spirit  that  permeated  these  activities,  the 
great  team  effort  by  our  parents,  the  dedication  of  the  chair- 
persons and  committee  members  will  hopefully  continue  in 
forthcoming  months.  Berkley  parents  do  care.  They  do  get 
involved.

ANNUAL  REPORT— 1981 

I hereby  submit  my  Fifth  Annual  Report  to  the  citizens 
of  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  School  District.  The  School 
Committee  representing  the  District  is  comprised  of  the  fol- 
lowing people:

When  school  at  Bristol-Plymouth  opened  in  September 
of  1981,  with  an  enrollment  of  779,  we  were  faced  with  the 
most  difficult  and  serious  situation  in  the  history  of  the  school. 
Proposition  2%  severely  and  adversely  affected  the  educational 
element  at  Bristol-Plymouth.  A total  of  $585,744  was  cut 
from  the  budget.  A total  of  fifteen  members  of  our  educa- 
tional faculty  were  not  rehired.  There  were  severe  cuts  in 
every  aspect  of  the  school.  The  apportionment  of  net  appro- 
priation to  member  communities  was  as  follows:  Berkley — 

$52,669;  Bridgewater — $178,302;  Middleborough — $224,327; 
Raynham — $151,364;  and  Taunton — $601,348.  The  per  pupil 
assessment  to  be  charged  to  each  community  is  $1,351.24. 

There  has  been  one  administrative  replacement  appoint- 
ment at  the  school,  Mr.  Albert  Palmieri  has  been  appointed 
as  an  Administrative  Assistant  and  will  be  in  charge  of  the 
student  cooperative  work  and  placement  program.  He  will 
also  be  in  charge  of  the  school  safety  program  and  will  assist 
in  other  administrative  areas  as  needed. 

Last  year  in  an  effort  to  upgrade  the  academic  program 
the  school  participated  in  basic  skills  testing.  Those  students 
who  failed  to  meet  the  basic  standards  were  placed  in  remedial 
classes. 


Bristol-Plymouth  continues  to  provide  special  needs  pro- 
grams. The  Special  Needs  department  at  Bristol-Plymouth 
Regional  Vocational  Technical  School  provides  a full  range  of 
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special  education  services  to  approximately  110  special  needs 
students  in  grades  nine  through  twelve.  Services  available  in- 
clude modifications  within  the  regular  classroom  and  shop, 
resource  room  classes  for  all  academic  areas,  related  math 
support,  speech  therapy,  adapted  physical  education,  home 
tutoring  as  needed,  psychological  and  achievement  testing,  and 
a substantially  separate  special  education  vocational  and  aca- 
demic program. 

Through  close  cooperation  with  the  school  systems  of 
member  communities,  and  active  participation  by  parents  in 
planning  efforts,  the  Special  Needs  department  attempts  to 
meet  the  current  and  future  needs  of  the  special  needs  stu- 
dents within  the  region  through  constant  redefinition  of 
program  offerings  to  meet  the  changing  needs  of  students. 

The  R.  E.  A.  D.  S.  Hearing  Impaired  Program  and  the 
Culinary  Preparatory  Program  are  two  examples  of  innovative 
programming  for  special  needs  students  which  resulted  from 
cooperative  efforts  among  surrounding  communities  and 
agency  collaboration. 

Despite  the  many  adversities  which  affected  the  school 
this  year,  it  was  still  a good  year  for  applicants.  Over  two 
hundred  and  twenty-five  grade  nine  students  remain  on  a 
waiting  list.  The  quality  of  the  student  has  also  continued 
to  improve  as  evidenced  by  feedback  from  grade  nine  teachers. 
Due  to  reductions  in  staff  and  programs,  our  overall  student 
population  is  down  from  1980-81.  Post  graduate  population 
has  dropped  from  one  hundred  and  fourteen  to  forty  students 
as  a result  of  losing  Data  Processing  and  Medical  Assistants 
programs.  The  undergraduate  population  has  dropped  from 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-three  to  seven  hundred  and  sixty-six 
with  the  freshman  class  being  affected  the  most.  This  is  an 
overall  decrease  of  greater  than  one  hundred  students. 

Fifty-three  seniors  are  presently  on  Cooperative  Work 
Study  as  compared  to  seventy-five  last  year.  This  year’s 
Senior  class  is  the  largest  ever  at  Bristol-Plymouth ; one 
hundred  and  eighty-four  as  compared  to  one  hundred  and 
sixty-one  last  year.  As  a result  greater  demands  will  be  on 
Mr.  Palmieri  to  find  jobs. 

Total  placement  of  high  school  graduates  on  June,  1981 
was  94%.  This  includes  those  students  who  entered  the 
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Armed  Forces  and  those  who  continued  their  education.  In 
the  post-graduate  area,  the  Licensed  Practical  Nurse  program 
placed  100%,  the  Data  Processing  77%  and  the  Medical 
Assistants  placed  66%. 

Our  advisory  board  continues  to  offer  invaluable  assist- 
ance in  helping  us  to  maintain  high  standards  in  vocational 
education.  Their  contributions  and  advice  consistently  make 
Bristol-Plymouth  an  outstanding  vocational  school  in  the 
state. 

1981  was  a successful  and  productive  year  at  Bristol- 
Plymouth.  This  could  only  have  been  achieved  through  the 
cooperation  of  many  people  and  I am  thankful  for  their  sup- 
port.
